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DETAILED ACTION 
Note 

Only Claim objections and 35 USC 112 2nd rejection remain, so examiner 
called applicant for a possible Examiner's Amendment, but was not able to speak to 
applicant. Since the time period for examiner action is due, the following Office action is 
issued. 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 3 is objected to because of the following informalities: claim 4 depends on 
claim 3 which has been canceled by applicant. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

4. Claim 15 recites the limitation "the independent portable device" in line 7. There 
is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1, 12, 13, and 15 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
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The invention claims a system for identifying an individual in an electronic 
transaction in which a terminal device and portable device both contain over the skin 
communication and radio frequency communication ability. The system terminal 
transmits a connection code containing authentication information to a portable device 
of a user when a user makes contact with the terminal. Once the connection code is 
received by the portable device through over the skin communication means the 
portable device transitions from a low-power mode to an active mode. The portable 
device then determines if the information within the connection code matches the 
information within the portable device, if so biometric authentication is done by the 
portable device to insure that the user of the portable device is an authorized user. 
Once biometric authentication is authenticated communication is established using 
radio frequency between the portable device and the terminal. The prior art alone or in 
combination does not disclose the claimed invention in the manner claimed.
